On Sunday evening at nhout- seven 
o'clock word was brought to thin village 
liy two young men, Will Brogan and 
Will ilook, while out driving, "had dis- 
covered the body of a man lying dead by 
the side of the rotul between the La Plant 
farm and the funii of "V'ariPatten Brothers 
just south of town. 

Undertaker James was notified at once, 
and he immediately took stent to have tit-* 
body removed to big undertaking rooms 
where it was properly cared for. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
the body was that of August Krumm fam- 
iliarly 'known ns "old Qui" who had been 
employed at the Knickerbocker ice house 
at Ijoon Lake, for some years an night 
' 'watchman. 

.On the fourth of June he was discharged 
from his position and paid off in full, re- 
ceiving in all about fifty dollars, It has 
been stated tbaf- every linco he received 
tbis money he has been on alinoit a con- 
tinuous carousal drinking the greater part 
of the time and exposing himself to such 
an extent that his acquaintances feared he 
would meet with some tragic death if he 
• continued his ihdescretions. He-had been 
drinking so hsavllv of late that his death 
was in no writ a surprise.

KILLED BY TRAIN AT ZION 



Fire destroyed the Yanderpool house at 
Winthrop Harbor Sunday afternoon, which 
was at the time occupied by the family of 
H.J. Benton. 

V The house was burned to the. ground 
entailingn toss of about 825,000. No in- 
surance was carried. The contents . of the 
house was saved by the. heroic work of the 
villagers and the fire department. 

The fire is supposed to have originated 
by spontaneous combustion amoung some 
paints and oils which were in a vacant 
room on the second floor. A painter had 
been employed nt the bouse but bad gone 
rWny for a short time leaving the mater- 
ials there. 

Mrs. Benson detected the odor of smoke 
hurrying upstairs she found smoke 
issuing from one of the rooms. Upon 
opening the door she was confronted with 
;i volume of fire and smoke, with rare pres- 
ence of mind she hastily closed the door 
the hurrying down stairs she took her 
tbree children outside and summoned the 
neighbors to her aid. 

\ The Winthrop Harbor fire department 
did some heroic fighting und the Zion City 
fire department also rushed to the scene. 
But the fire was beyond control and tire 
honse was soon reduced to a heap of smok- 
ing ruins. 
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Unknown Man Met Death on Thursday of 
Last Week. 

Early Thursday morning a North westtirn 
train ran over and inntantly killed nn un- 
known man near the ZionCity brick yards. 

The remains were found between the 
two tracks of the Northwestern nt 5:30 
o'clock by theengineer of a freight train 
who. peering out of bis cib, saw the body 
and slowed down to see what it was. 

All efforts thus far to find out the name 
nnd address of the victim have failed, but 
Abe Diamond, a Wriukegan junk dealer, 
who visited the morgue at Zioa City Thurs- 
day morning, declared that be had seen a 
similar looking man on Market street, in 
Waukegan and he will try to find out 
if the Market-street man is mining. If 
he is found to be missing, it ruav be his 
.corpse that is now at Ztoti, Diamond does

The body will remain on view for four 
or five days when, if it i* not identified, 
it will be interred. 

Zion City people claim to have seen the 
victim nhout the city on Wednesday and 
for several days previous. 

Deputy Coroner Conrad, of Lake County 
held the inquest Thursday morning and 
the virdict was to the effect that the un- 
known mau had come to his death by be- 
ing hit by a train, the number, or the 
crew of which is unknown. 

Both lees were cut from the body at the 
nnkles, the head was fractured and crush- 
ed and the left baud was cut off at the 
wrist. 

In the pockets of the clothes were found 
a pocket book, I cent and a pipe, but no 
clues to the identity of the unknown. He 
is described na a dnrk haired man with a 
thin dark moustache, weight 165 pounds, 
height medium, aired about 28, and wns 
evidently a foreigner.

TELEPHONE CABLES ^

The' Chicago Telephone company last 
week announced an important change for 
Waukegan, 

Hereafter all cables and wires will be 
placed underground to do away with 
weather interferences, and the first step to 
be taken to get the service beneath the sur- 
face will be the putting of six blocks of 
wires on North Genesee and County streets 
into underground conduits, 

In the business district the wires on 
Washington street, ' west to West street, 
will also bo placed under ground. 

The company plans, in the end, to do 
away with'the aerial construction . for the 
most port nnd substitute the undergroudd^ 
system. 

One of the important addition's that the 
Waukegan office will receive is the sixty 
or seventy. telephone! of the United States 
Naval Training Station at North Chicago. 
' A private switchboard will be installed 
in the reservation and all connections will 
be made through Waukegan. 

As the company has now practically 
reached, the extent of Its facilities locally", 
100 wires having just been ptacedin the 
WltchboardJ additions will have to bo 
made'at once. _.

The Milk Agent for the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railroad was in town Wednesday and 
brought with him the welcome news, that 
the ofticials of the railroad company have 
at last yielded to the demands of the pub- 
lic to put on a train which will carry the 
product of the bottling factories, which are 
to be located at various .towns along the 
line,' to the city nt a time that will be

Northwestern R. R. Meets Demands of 

People of Bristol, Salem and 

Western Points 

The people living in the towns of Bristol. 
Salem and Genoa Junction have won a 
bloodle^battltt ngainst the officials of the 
Cbicncro nnd Northwestern Railway com- 
pany in the fitfht for better service on the 
western division as an agreement has been 
reached between the attorney for the farm- 
ers and the railway official.* which will 
probably result in the withdrawal of the 
complaint now in the hands of the State 
Railway Commission when it is called at 
Madison. The victory' is with the people 
of the western part of the county and a new 
and better Bervice will be installed on the 
western division of the road at once. 

General Manager Aishton and General 
Superintendent Pechim of the North western 
company was in Kenosba and met Attorney 
A..E. Buckmaster. who is representing the 
people of Bristol and Salem in the com- 
plaint before the State Commission and an 
agreement wub reached by which the mat- 
ter will be settled without the aid of the 
Commission. 

The company agrees to put on two new 
trains at once. One of the trains will 
leave Kenosba at 8 o'clock each morning 
and run west as far as Genoa Junction. 
The other train will leave Genoa Junction 
nt 3 o'clock in the afternoon and reach 
Kenosha in time to make connections for 
the north at 4 o'clock. The former service 
will not be interfered with, and the regu- 
lar afternoon train to the west and the 
morning train from the west will run in 
keeping with the former schedule. 

The company further agrees to furnish 
all the enrs that are necessary to take care 
the traffic between Kenosha and Genoa 
Junction, and it Ih agreed that the pint- 
form used by passengers taking the trains 
on the Western Division will be kept free 
of all freight trains so that the people will^ 
be in no danger of meetine with accidents 
while boarding or alighting from trains, 

The service is not to be only for the sum- 
mer . months, but for all of the months of 
lhe.yenr. 



The tug William Engel ofKenosha Port 
brought in Saturday night the first inuto 
evidence of, a tragedy which occurred on 
Lake Michigan ; ';arly in the year when 
Captain W^j. -Burnett and his crew on the 
Bching boai'towed into the harbor the sky- 
light and a portion of the upper deck of 
the steamer Ardadia, which went down be- 
tween Great Point Sable ,nnd Ludiugton 
the latter part of Marcu und which carried 
dowu with her fourteen men and women, 
all of whom are supposed to have been 
drowned. 

The great piece of wreckage picked np 
by the Kenosba boat on Saturday is the 
first thing seen of the ill-fated vessel since 
it sailed out of Manistee for Two Rivers. 
Early Saturday morning' Captain Burnett 
and his men were out in mid-lake twenty 
miles off Kenosha lifting nets when the 
Captain sighted a large object floating in 
the lake. The men stopped their work and ■ 
a boat was lowered to 'make an examina- 
tion of the floating object, which proved 
to be a, port Ion of the Steamer Arcadia. 

The men turned tbe tug about and man- 
ntted to take the wreckage of the steamer 
into tow. An examination showed that it 
was the skylight of the big steamer and a 
portion of the upper deck. Floating with 
tbe wreckage was one of the oars of a life 
boat and the -name ''Steamer Arcadia" 
had been burned into the handle of the 
oar. 

The windows of the skrlicht had been 
broken and It is evident that some of the 
ill -fjiteri passengers of the. steamer had 
used this portion of the floundered vessel as 
a life boat. As tbe steamer went down off 
Ludington the wreckage must have drifted 
more than a hundred miles before it was 
picked up by the Kenosha fishing tug on 
Saturday. 

Captain Burnett notified the government 
inspector of his discovery on Sunday and 
the wreckage will be held pending the 
order ot the inspector. 

The binking of the Steamer Arcadia was 
one of the worst disasters known on Lake 
Michigan ia raanv years.' The steamer 
was owned by Captain Fred May of Chi- 
cago, and it represented his entire fortune. 
Be bad sailed from Chicago early in March 
taking his wife and children with him. 
Just before the opening of navigation ho 
sailed from Manistee for Two Rivers with 
a load of lumber and during a heavy storm 
the boat is supposed to have none to the 
bottom with all on board. No trace of the 
hull of the steamer had been found, but the 
dead bodies of two members of the "crew 
were washed ashore near Ludington three, ■ 
weeks after the vessel is supposed to have 
gone dewn. With the finding, of .the por- 
tion of tbe steamer off Kenosha the Keno- 
sba life savers are keeping a close look out 
as it is thought possible that tbe bodies of 
Captain and Mrs. May and other members 
of the party, may be found near thiV point. 
Captain ■ May, carried large insurance on 
the boat and the finding; of the floating 
wreckage may be of great importance. to 
the heirs of the estate of Captain May ua 
by this evidence they may be able to' prove 
that tbe boat was destroyed and collect the 
insurance.

No Better Than Any Other Criminal, 

Intimates Court — Money Re* 

celved from French Res- 

taurqgt-Keepers, 

San FranclBCO.— -Eugeao E. Schmltz, 
mayor of San Frnnclsco slitco 1001, 
convicted Thursday night by a jury of 
the crime of extorting money from tho 
ownors of French restaurants in the 
issuance of liquor' licenses, asked 
Judge Dunne Friday to release him 
on ball until sentence Is pronounced 
Thursday, June 27. Tho request was 
denied by the Judge who directed that 
Schmltz be taken to jail. Tho court 
Intimated that the mayor, like any 
other convicted criminal, should be 
locked up In jail, 

Now Mayor In Name Only, 

According to a statement mado by 
Acting District Attornoy Heney, 
Mayor Schmltz, being convicted, be- 
comes mayor In name only. Though 
unable to perform the duties of his 
office, under the law of California, 
Schmltz, U la Bald, still retains the 
office, A few years ago a law wbb 
placed upon the statute books of the 
state that a' convicted person could 
not bo ousted from offlc'o until such 
conviction had boon upheld by a high- 
er court. As coses move slowly on 
appeal, it Ib considered likely that the 
higher court would not pass upon this 
matter until after the mayor's term of 
office has expired. 

Under tho charter, however, 
Schmltz, by reason of his confinement 
la prison, should he be sent there, 
would he unable to perform the du- 
ties of his office. Under the circum- 
stances, the supervisors have no pow- 
ed to oust him, but must select some 
one of their number to act as mayor 
during Schmltz' disability. As chair- 
roan of tho finance commlttco of tho 
board, Supervisor Gallagher would be- 
come acting mayor, leaving the gov- 
ernment practically In the hands of 
the prosecutors, who, if empowered 
to install new officials, may succeed 
In effecting extensive reforms in the 
civil government. 

There were five counts in each In- 
dictment agalnBt Schmltz and all 
wero for money extorted from tho 
French restaurant proprietors. Two 
were for extorting money from An- 
tonio B. Dlanco, proprietor of the new 
Poodle Dog restaurnnt, which before 
the fire was a blazo of light every 
night in the center of the tenderloin 
at Eddy and Mason streets. 

Get Money In $1,000 Payments. 

Tho Indicted men are said to have 
secured $1,175 from Blanco' In Janu- 
ary, 1905, and $1,000 In February, 
1900. The third and fourth counts 
were for obtaining the same amounts 
from Joseph Malfantl, proprietor of 
Delmonlco's restaurant in O'Farrell 
street, and from 1i!b partners, Charles 
Kcib and William La Frcnz. 

The first' Indictment Is a specimen 
of the others. It relates that Eugone 
E. Schmltz and Abraham Ruof on 
January IB, 1905, extorted from An- 
tonio Blanco $1,175 by threats that 
unless he paid thorn the money and 
promised to pay $1,000 In addition one 
year from that date he would not ob- 
tain a license and that Schmltz and 
Iluef would prevent him from carry- 
ing on his business. Tho second 
charges that Blanco paid ¥1,000 on 
February 6, 1906. 

Election Made Him Odd Figure, 

Mayor Schmltz' election ns mayor 
of San Francisco In 1901 gavo him 
a national prominence, as he was one 
of the most unique figures that over 
uppenred in American . politics. He 
was not a laboring man, although he 
led the union labor party. Ho was. 
In fact, a musician, the leader of the 
orchestra at a San Francisco theater. 
Although that was his profession he 
had as un outside venture acquired 
control of the Economist Gas Engine 
company. When the • Klondike gold 
ruBh began In 1897 Schmltz chartered 
a steamer and took It to the Yukon 
as a business venture. 

Schmltz became allied with union 
labor interests In 1886, when he was 
elected secretary of the Musicians' 
union, a position ho held for 15 years.

'**St Petersburg. — An Imperial ukaso 
was Issued Sunday proroguing tho 
council of tho empire until Novem- 
ber 13. 

Tho dissolution of tho second douma 
Saturday night was received through- 
out SL Petersburg with perfect tran- 
quility, thanks to tho precautionary 
measures, and In no place la Russia, 
bo far as is known, wore tho re nay 
serious disturbances. 

DomonBtartlons among St. Peters- 
burg workmen are anticipated Mon- 
day, but the' authorities nre not 
alarmed. They profess to bo chiefly 
apprehensive over the poBsthlllly of 
rioting and racial excesses in Odessa 
and Kiev and other cities where party 
Toolings run high.' An outbreak of 
agrarian disorders In several regions 
of the empire Is anticipated later, 
when the peasantry learn of the disso- 
lution, but a spirit ot quiet confidence 
in tho ability of the government to 
handle the situation prevails in ad- 
ministrative circles. 

Though Gen. Drachoffsky, prefect 
of police, was nominally in charge 
tho provisions for public safety were 
virtually In tho hands of Gen, Hazen- 
kampf, tho aldo to Grand Duke Nich- 
olas Nicholalevltch, who returned 
from Krasnoyo Solo to assumo com- 
mand of the combined garrison, In- 
cluding the guard corps, the Thirty- 
seventh Infantry division, a largo 
force of cavalry and Cossacks and 
several machine gun detachments. 
The mllltnry was chiefly disposed in 
the industrial section, but a strong 
force occupied the Taurlde palace 
vicinity. 

During the night nlno of tho 10 
social democratic leaders, specifically 
named in the government Indictment, 
including Prince Tzertzereteli and M. 
Dzhaparldge, were taken Into custody. 



Eddie Guerln Is Set Free. 
London.— "Eddie" Guerln, who es- 
caped to tho United States from 
Devil's Island, then came to England 
where ho was. arrested and ordered 
to be extradited to France, wns set 
free by the divisional court, which de- 
cided that the extradition act did not 
apply to -the case.

The 
loss will exceed $150,000. Chief Koran 
and three of -his firemen were slightly 
injured. 



High School at Fort Dodge Burned, 
Fort Dodgo,' la. — Fire supposed to 
have been caused by a defective 
electrical wiring destroyed tho high 
school building at noon Sunday, Tho 
loss' Is estimated at $76,000; Insur- 
ance, $25,000. 



Big Sawmill Is Burned, 
Stillwater, Minn.— Flro Sunday' af; 
ternuon destroyed tho "B" sawmill of 
George H. At wood, entailing a loss of 
$150,000. Insurance 136,000, Two 
hundred men are thrown out of em- 
ployment.

PURIFIED LIFE INSURANCE. 

Benefits from Now Law, Which Ra- 
. mains Substantially Unchanged. 

Through the influence of Gov. 
Hughes, tho New York Legislature de- 
cided to make 1 no radical' changes In 
tho now insurance law. It was pointed 
out by Gov. Hughes that the Now York 
law has already accomplished wide- 
spread reforms, with proportionate 
benefits to policyholders, and that it 
should be given a thorough trial be- 
fore any amendments wore seriously 
considered. It Is estimated that tho 
cost of tho mismanagement of tho past 
did not average more than 20 cents to 
each policyholder, while tho benefits 
to present and future policyholders 
will amount to many times moro nnd 
bo cumulative besides. Tho speed 
craze of tho big companies and the ex- 
cessive cost of securing new business 
was tho most extravagant. evil of tho 
old managements. Under tho now 
reglmo the cost of new business has 
already been greatly reduced, along 
with other economics. 

The showing mado by tho Equitable 
Llfo Assurance Society In Its report 
for 190G was a strong nrgument 
against meddling with tbo new law. 
In tho Equitable alone there was a 
saving of over $2,000,000 In expenses, 
besides an Increase in tho income 
from tho Society's assets amounting 
to as much more. The ratios of the 
Equitable's total expenses to Its total 
Jncomo was 19.42% In 1901, 17.38% in 
1905, and only 14.48% In 1906. The 
dividends paid to Equitable policy, 
holders In 1900 amounted to $7,289,734, 
which was an Increase of more than 
9% over 1905. 

While the Equitable made a bettor 
showing than any other big company, 
all reported radical economies and un- 
der such conditions tho Legislature 
wisely decided, to leave the law sub- 
stantially as it stands.

ATTACK ON HIS MOTIVES MAKES 
' WITNESS WEEP. 



Declares Ho Is- Seeking to Make Rep. 

aratlon for Crimes Because Ho 

Was. Converted. 



Boise, Idaho. — Tho men who are 
battling to savo the life of William 
D. Haywood sad tho good name of the 
Western Federation of Minors mado 
their greatest aBsault upon Harry Or- 
chard Thursday, when, carrying tho 
review by cross-examination of bis 
llfo down to his confession, they bit- 
terly assailed his guiding motives. 

Six days they spent in stripping him 
boforo the Jury of every shred ot mor- 
ality of- character, and then, suddenly 
turning upon him In final fierce at- 
tack, tbey fought with every means 
known to the legal craft to convlnco 
the Jury that Orchard was committing 
a crime In falsely swearing away tho 
lives of innocent men In the hope of 
saving his own. They carried their 
attack to the very languago with 
which tho witness answered their 
questions, and everywhere they al- 
leged by forceful implication that It 
was put Into his mouth by men con- 
trolling him. 

Orchard broke down whon they re- 
cited to him tho tnlo ot David and 
Uriah, that Detective McFarland re- 
lated to him when ho came seeking a 
confosslon. Ho fought to snvo him- 
self, but tears filled bis 'eyes and he 
rocked unevenly like a fainting 
woman. His voice lowered to huskl- 
ness, and ho hid hla .face in n hand- 
korchicf. Then he Bt'eadled hlmBelf 
and went on strongly to tbo end. Ho 
defended his motives by saying that 
be had finally experienced conversion 
nnd penitence and had resolved to 
mako all possible reparation by freoly 
confessing all. McParland had told 
him that he was doing a great service 
for tho stato; and that states wore 
kind to men who served them; there 
was no other promise. 

For hours the , defenso hammered 
away on the motive of saving his own 
lire. It was suggested that Orchard 
bad placed his future in tho keeping 
of McParland; that tho Plnkortons had 
sent money to his family In Canada; 
that ho had been supplied with dates 
to strongthon his story, and that Mc- 
Porland had trained him as a stage 
manngor would for his nppenrnnco on 
tho stand, but all this Orchard denied. 
Then they tried to show htm a pnm- 
pored, pocted. hero-IIko prisoner, fed 
from tho table of Iho warden, art- 
dressed as "Harry" by Gov." Gooding 
and Warden Whitney, given freedom 
and -liberties that no othor prisoner 
ever had in tho world, and all this con- 
slderation implying directly that ho 
would never be hanged for killing 
Stounenborg. 

At the noon recess former Gov. Pon- 
body greeted Orchard pleasantly and 
he wept again. 

Orchard ,.feft tho stand at 2:30 
o'clock, after having occupied It for a 
total of 32% hours.

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PEACE CONFERENCE OPENS 



Brief Session Is Held at The Hague- 
Tribute to Roosevelt, 

The Hague. — Tho first meeting 
of the second International peace 
conference, opened here Saturday, last- 
ed hardly 20 minutes, when the con-, 
ferenco adjourned until Wednesday. 
Tea was served In the main hail and 
the committee rooms after the. ad- 
journment, 

M. Nelidoff opened the conference 
by affirming that universal peace and 
disarmament were unattainable. Tho 
deliberate utterances of tho Russian 
statesman, although pessimistic to tho 
extent referred to, wero hopeful when 
later ho said he believed that a bettor; 
method for tho Judicial adjustment of 
disputes was possible, oven though all 
conflicts between nations were no.

In the courso of. his address M. 
Nelidoff greatly pleased the American 
delegates by the high tribute which 
ho paid to President Roosevelt and 
Andrew Carnegie, not mentioning any 
other countries or rulers.

A TALK ON GOOD ROADS " finiiiw 



A (-reat deal of fuss it being made 
over the action of the administration touch- 
ing the coming public land convention in 
Denver. This convention was fostered 
and organized by the* vested interests en- 
gaged in "acquiring", a very polite term, 
by the way, large tracts oF mineral, limber 
. and jrraring land in the west. The system 
by which this land was being absorbed was 
seriously interfered with by the Presiden- 
tial orders creating forefet reserves and 
withdrawing public land temporarily from 
entry till its real nature could be determin- 
ed. The Denver convention, nominally a 
popular gathering, was organized directly 
to fight the land policy of the administra- 
tion, The President knew all about it in 
advance, and he secured invitations from 
the govorner of Colorado for several emin- 
ent federal officials, including the Secre- 
tary of the interior and the Chief Forester, 
to address the convention. It was known 
that these men would tell the truth about 
the land situation, and the truth was not 
what the managers of the convention 
wanted. All the arrangements are now 

* made and it is too late to change them. 
The convention will probably turn in and 
endorse the President's land policy to the 
disguest of the convention's sponsors. This 
ia the way the administration has been 

«. "interfering" with the' convention from 
Washington, but It is not the sort of in- 
terference calculated to da much evil. 



Jt was widly heralded that the "Trust- 
Busting Conference" at the white house 
last week was goincr to settle the whole 
question of railroad and other prosecution* 
that are sow before the administration, 
and that the President would be able to yo 
away for the summer with his mind free of 
these perplexing problems. The President 
for once was overborne by tbe numbers 
against him, and the settlement of the 
proecution problem has. been delayed till a 
more convenient season. Friends of the 
cabinet members who advised delay said 
tbfit it was a matter of policy. The official 
statement was given out at the close of the 
meeting was the compilation of Secretary 
Loeb, who was present at the dhemaion. 
The statement conveyed no meaning except 
that tbe whole matter had been postponed. 
It is a case in which delay is almost wcr»e 
than ill-considered action, tor the bosines* 
community is still in suspense, which is 
worse than certainty of any sort. There is 
no denying that the big commercial inter- 
ests have the country in a position where 
they can precipitate a panic if they choose. 
They have threatened as much, and the be- 
lief of the best informed is that they will 
make their threat good if driven to ex- 
tremes. It is possible that they have been 
given a scare that will keep them in order 
for a tinle if not for oil time, but it looks 
as though the test of strength between 
them and the government had been merely 
postponed and wsb bound to come in the 
future.

"Fop the first time In this country a 
systematic census of road trntlic has 
been undertaken nnd nn net mil count 
of vehicles passing at seventy-one (71) 
polnta In different parts of the ntnle Is 
made three or four times a month 
throughout the entire year. The re- 
sults of tills census will show, nmong 
other things, exactly how the condi- 
tion of the roml affects Its use. 

"In addition this dr.tn brings out 
very clearly the Importance of pood 
rend conditions to the business Inter- 
ests of tiie smaller cities. For exam- 
ple, It Is found thnt the truffle over 
earth mails is five to seven times ns 
much when the ronds are In good con- 
dition as during January; February 
and March; while the Increase in the 
f raffle In good weather where the 
roads nre In good condition Hit yenr 
nronnd, Is only doubled, nnd In some 
Instances observed the n mount of traf- 
fic was remarkably uniform through- 
out the year. One curious point 
was brought out during this Inrestl- 

Sntlon: Ordinary business Interests 
nd fanning pursuits .do not compnre 
with the seductive attractions of a 
circus in stimulating travel on coun- 
try romls. A circus will Increase the 
number of vehicles four or five time? 
over what would ordinarily be ex- 
pected. 

Earth Komi Urng. 
"One nf the first prnhbms todemnnd 
the nt tent Ion or tbe commission was 
tbe proper maintenance of enrth ronds. 
The enrth road drng Is the simplest 
and. at the wmie time, one of the best 
means for earing for earth roads. 
When the commission begun Its work 
considerable bad been heard about the 
drag, but Its use wns not ot all com- 
mon. Special effort was made to 
bring to the attention of all the locnl 
hi bIi way commissioners and everyone 
Interested the improvement of the mud 
ronds nnd the grcnt benefits thnt could 
be secured by this very Inexpensive 
method. Twenty-five thousand <2ri,000) 
copies of a bulletin describing how to 
make the drag amf exactly how to use 
It were distributed In all parts of the 
stnte, nnd before summer opened It 
was reported there were no less thnn 
four thousand (4.000) drugs In use. 
Convict Labor Prepares Stone. 
"The convict labor law of Illinois 
provides thnt the bonnl of pris- 
on Industries of the state shall furnish 
to the stnte highway commission 
cruehed rock for free (lhtrlhutlon 
among local road authorities all oyer 
the country. 

"There nre at present three crusher* 
In operation, one nt the .lollet pen 
ItentJnry In the northern part of tin* 
state, nnd two at the southern pen 
Itentlary. The combined capacity or 
these emshers Is l.riW cubic yards per 
eight hours. These crushers are op- 
t-rated by convict Inhor as nre also the 
quarries. Froiij 400 to 000 convicts 
Jiin be successfully employed, depend- 
ing on the extent to which the quarries 
have been opened. The prisons have 
bold enough of the crushed stone In 
open market to pay for'the Installa- 
tion of the machinery so that tills 
product* 1b absolutely without add Itlon- 
nt cost, to the taxpayers of the state. 
Experimental Ttoads. 
"With the aid of material thus pre- 
pared, the commission Iiob been nhle 
to construct experimental stone roads 
In sections of the stnte where macad- 
am roads had never before been used 
or Imllt, at a cost to the commission 
of little more thnn the expense of 
supervision. The commission also fur- 
nishes the rollers nnd sprinklers, ns 
few en in nihilities are nt present pro- 
vided with these necessities for prop- 
er Mono road building. 

In some Instance.'! the rail ronds were 
willing to accept ballast In pnyment or 
freight, nnd In this way the material 
was delivered to the local authorities 
free of charge and the only cost to the 
community for the roud wns the labor 
of preparing the roml bed mid putting 
on the material. 

Owing lo the short time In/whleb to 
prepare work Inst season, but five ex- 
perimental roads were built Many 
applications have been made far this 
work, nnd already two ronds are prac- 
tically completed, nnd the construction 
of, eight or ten more will be under- 
taken this summer. 

These roads nre experimental In 
two ways; first In that they demon- 
strated the physical possibility of mak- 
ing 1 this kind of "a rood under ,glven 
'conditions; second, In 'nn economic 
sense, in that a community can bet- 
ter tell after making actual use or 
such n road whether It tsworth while 
to construct any more roads of this 
character.. How eUe Is this question 
to he.- Intelligently decided by. a eo ra- 
in nnlty except by n practical trial? 
' - •Highway Bridges. 

"As has alrendy been stated, nearly 
half the'enflh' tax for roads rind bridges 
In 3000 was, spent /or bridges. •. In n 
number of counties sixty per cent of 
the amount spent "for roads nnd 
bxld&ea iyuk, fox • brJdgeB J _fiqjtlia t this 



feature of highway worlf Is one of 
pnrtlculur Importance In Illinois. Only 
n casual Investigation was necessary 
to establish the fact thnt n majority 
of the bridges were about hnlf the 
requisite strength a ml ninny cost np> 
proximately twice what they should. 
The reason for this can be summed up 
ns due to the lack of skilled super* 
vision. It Is s not expected thnt the 
'commissioners and supervisors are en- 
gineers, yet they must expend the tax- 
payers' money for bridges about which 
they know nothing, nothing about the 
requisite strength, nothing about the 
proper cost. 

"To correct these conditions, the Il- 
linois highway commission offers free 
of charge to the local highway officials 
designs, estimates, anil specifications 
for highway bridges of all kinds, and 
the demand for thin aid Indicates that 
It will be one of the most important 
phases of the work of toe commlsslou. 
Already plans and estimates for some 
fifty bridges nre under way. 

Concrete Bridge* ltccoimncitded, 

"Scarcely n township In the stnte 
but has very many small bridges with 
plank (loom, and In mnny cases plank 
for the abutments, which are n source 
of constant d nnger to the traveling 
public and an end less expense to tax- 
payers. 

"It Is within the means of every 
township to replace I lies e small 
bridges, that Is, bridges* with spans 
up to fifty feet, with concrete struc- 
tures. Some townships may prefer or 
he nhle to build put one or two of 
these bridges n yenr, but the most 
economical plan would he to construct 
nil of these bridges nt one time, mak- 
ing a systematic survey of the town- 
ship sulllelent to decide what 1 sl»e of 
bridge should go in nt each place. 
Pino of Highway Commission. 

"The experience already gained lu 
the past year's work In Illinois, com- 
bined with the experience In other sec- 
tions of the country, shows the Im- 
portance nnd necessity of experi- 
mental roml work. The objects at- 
tained by this work arc to Introduce 
to different communities approved 
methods of .carrying on their present 
road work, nnd also ^o demonstrate 
the value of- new and untried nielli- 
odu. 

"For example, experiments nre un- 
der way for the construction, In a sim- 
ple way, of enrth roads In such n man- 
ner that 1hey will be reasonably sub- 
stantial and useful throughout the 
year. A very Bhort piece of road 
which wns construct ed n yenr ago 
gave very good results this past win- 
ter, sufficient to warrant undertaking 
these experiments on n very much, 
larger scale.. The possibility of their 
success more than wnrrnnts nil ex- 
pense to which the state highway 
commission will be put In * carrying 
them ont It Is too enrly nt present 
to predict what the outcome will be, 
but nt any rate no effort will be left 
untried which promises to transform 
at a small expense our sticky, muddy 
ronds Into something that will be\com- 
fortable travel all the year. 
Better Roads Without More- Taxes. 

"There is n large field of operation 
for n state hlghwuy commission In ro> 
vestlgntlng and finding out what nre 
tae best methods to be used under cer- 
tain conditions nnd, having found 
them out, making them' known to 
everybody.' Let' It be known that 
every commissioner ean, for - the 
trouble of asking, get advice on alt 
mntters of road and bridge building; 
that In fact the; highway commission 
Is n bureau of practical road Informa- 
tion based on tbe best and most up- 
to-dnte methods. What Is needed for 
the present Is to get better results 
without Incrensed tnxntlon, and It 1? 
on this principle „ .nlone that the 
work of (lie Sate hTghway commis- 
sion .Is bnsed. Before better result « 
can be obtained, better methods nre 
necessary, and It In cssentlnl that the 
advantage* of better method* be first 
demonstrated before Increased ex- 
penditures are discussed. Better roads 
are poislble without increased taxes,"

Died at Her Home in Chctek, Wis., on 
Friday Last and Buried Here Monday

At 1 o'clock tbe scaler was beaded 
ont of tbe harbor for the open sen. It 
.-was a beautiful day, but tbe waters 
were Jn in rued wltb ice. It was a light 
from tbe start, throo ml lea of steady 
bucking, crunching, grinding, full stop; 
then a mull full speed abend, a crash; 
nnotber ship's length galued. 

It wns 8 o'clock when- the Leopard 
. Btenmed lhto open water. An nbo 
rounded the cdpe' the henvens, which

Mrs. Chambers. This winning was 
scored In lOOfi, but It wns nald by the 
Englishwoman'* supporters that Miss 
Button would not have won if Mrs. 
Chambers, then Miss Douglns, had not 
recently sprained her wrist, with a 
consequent temporary reversal of form. 
Last year Sirs, Chambers defented 
Miss Sutton decisively, nnd it Is main- 
ly to disprove tbo Idea that bcr first 
victory wns due to her opponent's 
weakness that Miss Sutton hopes for a 
third meeting. 

It was by . her victory over Miss 
Douglas that Miss Sutton won tho 
International women's championship.

Last year Miss Sutton's trip was not 
as 'fluccessful ' as her. first venture 
abroad. Miss Douglas defeated hor 
twice, oh co at Algbartli, on June 8, by 
T-G'-and 0—2, lu the contest for tbe 
northern title, and qgatn at Wimbledon, 
in tho all England championship match.
